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Most motorists who intend answering 
the call of the open road this Fastertide 
have by now seen to it that their cars are 
in good order for the Easter outings; but 
doubtless there are those who through 
want of the necessary time, or perhaps 
mere thoughtlessness, will leave matters 
to chance. The result: very often is a 
partly, or maybe a wholly, destroyed holi- 
day. 

In my notes the week before last I 
sounded a warning note concerning tyres. 
More Easter holidays have been “spoiled 
by tyre trouble than through any other 
cause, In recent head I hope this 
year will be no exception tothe rule—we 
have had fine, warm Easters, and the 
effect on tyres which have been laid up 
during the winter months has been un- 
fortunate. 

My advice to everyone who has over- 
looked going carefully over their tyres + 
to’ take at least one spare tube, and, 
possible; a sparé. cover, which may nate 
an absglute blessing. Nowadays there are 
so Many sizes in tyres that it is far from 
uncommon to find that country garages 
have every size in tyres but the size you 
want. 

Valves also require. looking to: There 
are few things more exasperating than 
being stranded because a tyre valy 
not function. Buy a spare box.of insides 
and caps, and it willbe a few. shillings 
well spent. . Don’t forget a repair outfit, 
a foot or two of copper wire, your jack 
and pump. If you haven't replaced the 
oil in the engine sump-since last summer, 
it is full time to do so now, and see that 


‘| the oil in the gear-box-and back axle 1s 
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sufficient to start the season on. Greasing 
all moving parts and painting the springs 
with fairly thick oil will tend to quiet 
running, and if you have not thought of 
putting two or three drops of oil in the 
magneto and motor bearings during the 
last couple of months, do it to- day. It 
will repay you if you have even half-an- 
hour to spare to look for pieces of grit, 
fint,-and particles of glass in your tyre, 
the removal of which will obviate possibly 
a messy job, and perhaps an unnecessary 


back-ache. 


PICNICKING, 


The owners of cars with sliding roofs, 
or even open tourers, are particularly 
fortunate when it comes to picnicking 
“within doors. There is always some- 
thing suggestive of gloominess when 
eating within a comparative small and 
top-covered apartment, With the sky 
qpen. to view and. a collapsible table the 
length: of the breadth of the car and 
fifteen inches wide, which: can be stored 
under the back seat-or utilised as a foot- 
rest, the whole atmosphere will be 
changed and the meal can be taken in 
comfort. A properly fitted-up picnic 
basket will be a great advantage, and I 
would , advise, those who have not yet 
taken on the picnic habit not to try and 
provide.. hot courses if it means cooking 
on the site of the-alfresco meal. Hot 
soup and hot tea are very acceptable, but 
these can. be carried in flasks, and those 
who take no pleasure or who do not enter 
into the fun of gathering sticks and boil- 
ing the kettle by the way-side will find

if they take the tea and milk in separate 
flasks a better flavour results than when 
both are mixed in one container. Of course. 
there is no comparison between tea made 
on the spot and that brewed at home and 
stored in vacuum flasks, and it is well 
worth the trouble involved to prepare the 
tea on the road-side. The picnic basket 
should be fitted with a waterproof cover- 
ing if it is to be placed outside the car. 
Picnickers should not leave any litter after 
them, for landowners have very often 
muc h reáson to be annoyed at seeine their 
lands covered with litter, paper, 
shells, etc., after holiday-makers’ 
to the vicinity of their residences.

AS IMPORTANT AS THE SHANNON, 
‘A national harbour in the Free 
State,” said Mr. Mullan, “is just as im- 


at portant to you all as the i ct scheme, 


which was talked of for years, and most 
people in Ireland considered “it a joke, 
but you all now realise that it is the one 
thing that has put the Free State on ~~ 
map on account of its” great «succes 
Undertake your national harbóur, and you 
will have the same success.” 

They should not think in circles, and 
on the past, but let it die, and let Ireland 
go. forward. If they brought employment 
to their people by national development, 
business would follow; but fo stop 
national development and foreign capital 
coming into Ireland meant “that they 
would continue to export their young men 
to foreign countries. 

IRISH MONEY. 

President Cosgrave had said that they 
did not need to go outside théir country 
to get money to build a national harbour 
“ it were necessary, and he agreed with 
1m. oe 


for money,” added Mr. Mullan, “if the 
people of Ireland who have the money 
could be educated in having faith in their 
own securities, and investing in their own 
developments; but you will agree that 
most investments made by the Irish are 
made outside and not at home. What I 
am here to-day for is to learn: are you 
prepared to go ahead with the develop- 
ment in a national way? If so, we are 
ready now to work with you.” 

It was evident that the Commissioners 
were not favourably impressed by the 
proposals, more especially in view of the 
huge sum involved in their promotion. 


CORPORATION’S PROPOSALS. 

Mr. Mullan has informed them that his 
Corporation are prepared to design and 
build. a harbour properly equipped for 
commercial purposes for a cost not exceed- 
ing five to six million dollars, providing 
2,500 feet of wharfage, if borings indicate 
proper. subsoil conditions. 

If the Cork Harbour Board decides. to 
place the. contract with his firm, Mr. 
Mullan states that they are willing to 
carry out the work on a cost plus 10 per 
cent. basis, also meeting 50 per cent, of 
the cost of boring operations, 

I understand, however, that the Com- 
missioners are disinclined to mortgage any 
possible development of their port on a 
problematical venture of this character. 

“ We are spending large sums of money 
in improving our harbour at present,’ 
said Mr. Eugene Gayer, general manager 
of the Board, to. me this:afternoen, and all 
our revenue, even thotigh it 1s increasing, 
is required for this work. The Victoria 
Wharf, which is being: constructed. ata 
cost of £27,000, and our land reclamation 
work at Tivoli, are only two instances ol 
our efforts to meet immediate. require- 
ments.’’ 

MORTGAGED REVENUE. 

Mr. R. 8. Anthony, T.D., stated at the 
meeting that, with certain national 
developments in. the offing, and with 
certain industrial developments, they 
could hope that Cork Harbour would 
become one of the createst in the world. 
Personally he would not like to see their 
dues or revenue mortgaged to the extent 
of one or two millions of money over a 
very long period when, perhaps, those who 
succeeded them would accuse them of 
committing a faux pas. 

He really believed that the scheme was 
not quite understood outside, and he 
thought that the public should be sup- 
plied with the fullest possible informa- 
tion, as this matter was óne that would 
engage the best financial experts amongst 
the business men in the city, 


THE SHIPPING COMPANIES. 

Mr. Eamonn Lynch said that it seemed 
to hun that before the Board could come 
to a decision to embark on that huge 
project, desirable though it was for Cork 
and Ireland, they should be assured that 
the shipping companies would be prepared 
to use it. The shipping facilities in the 
Port of Cork were to-day, and would in 
future, with the creation of the Tivol) 
scheme, be adeauate to “sr ó with the 
shipping reguirements of Cork 

io; building of that 2,500 feet of 
wharfage somewhere in the lower harbour 
did not appear to be necessary to handle 
trade going in and out of Cork at the 
present time. It was only important in 
the fact that it would attract trade from 
other ports in Great Britain and Europe. 
All those countries had their own shipping 
facilities, and was it to be reasonably 
assumed that countries controlling huge 
capital in ASEP interests were prepared 
to utilise a port or harbour in Cork 
Harbour which could only act to the detri- 
ment of their own national ports at the 
present time ? 

HE PROPOSED BORINGS. 

In reply to questions regarding the 
financial: aspect of the scheme. © Mr. 
Mullan informed’ the members that his 
representatives would submit a Scheme of 
fiance in connection with the matter, but 
they would not disclose their scheme until 
the borings were done and tlrev were given 
the contract. Their Corporation could rot 
put up their scheme until ‘hey k...w the 
result, of the borings. . 

After some farther-discussion the latest 
proposals of the America Corporation were 
referred to. the Law and Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board at their next meeting.

PEMBROKESHIRE.

MANORBEER CASTLE. 


——-—é—— 
(By C. W. CUMMINS.) 


ITUATED at the extreme south-west 
corner of Wales, Pembroke has 
always been more or less isolated from the 
rest of the Principality. You get that 
impression of detachment and aloofness as 


you leave Welsh-speaking Carmarthen,- 
with its luscious green fields, home ofa 
vréat dairying industry, for the English-" 


speaking shire of Pembroke. It is the 
ltima Thule of Wales. Here, you say 
to yourself, I shall find the real Welsh, 
unspoiled by contact with the conquering 
race; and it is with something of a»shock 
that you realise that these people are not 
Celts. 

The countryside itself 
There is a neatness about the farmsteads, 
comfort and well-being, of 
which you will seek for in 
The archi- 
tecture of church and house, infallible 
test of « nation’s culture, strikes you as 
vaguely familiar. Then it comes 
you suddenly that this is simply an 
iknglish county transported beyond the 
Marches. This is “ Little England beyond 
Wales.” the home of Saxon and Fleming. 

If you are [rish, you will still not quite 
understand the feeling of being at home, 
oi pleasant familiarity, with which the 
i:ttle homesteads, with their look of loving 
care aud bright cleanliness, wake memories 
in heart and mind. Then you remember 
that Wexford is just such another county 
of homely and pastoral scenes, and that 
Pembroke and the Irish county are bound 
together by long ties of friendship and 
trade. Indeed, if you are so fortunate as 
to spend part of your time in historic 
Tenby. where Henry Il. embarked for the 
conquest of Ireland, vou will be almost 
certain to see some of the black Wexford 
schooners sheltering from the storms that

GERALD OF WALES. 


The countryside abounds in hames olf 
juistoric interest for Irishmen. There is 
(‘arew Castle (Kerrue it used to be spelt), 
where Sir John Perrot, an Elizabethan 
Lord Deputy of Ireland, retired upon his 
iecall trom that arduous post. DPerhaps, 
the most interesting of all is Manorbeer, 
where Giraldus Cambrensis, or Archdeacon 
“ie Barry, if you preter that title, first 
saw the light of day im the vear 1147. 

His description of his birthplace is 
wonderful alike for its exactness and its 
tenderness :—‘* The castle called Maenor 
Pyri—i.¢., Mansio Pyrri—is about three 
miles distant from the castle of Pembroke. 
lt is conspicuous for its turrets and battle- 
nents, and stands on the top of a hill 
stretching from the West to the seaport. 


‘m the north side is an excellent fish- 
pond, close to the walls, remarkable for 


its extent and the depths of its waters. 

'“ On the same side there is a beautiful 
orchard, enclosed on one side by a park, 
on the other by a grove, famous for the 
wildness of its rocks and the height of its 
hazels, On the right hand of the promon. 
torv, between the castle and the church, 
close by the pond and the side of a mill, 


a rivulet of never-failing water makes its. 


way into a valley. sandy by the violence 
of the winds. To the West, and at some 
distance from the castle, the Severn, in 
a winding angle, enters. the Irish Sea, 
and, if it ran somewhat more to the 
North, would make a most excellent road- 
stead. From this point vou may see the 
s:ips driven fram Britain by the east 
wind towards Ireland, bravely facing the 
fearful meonstancy of the winds and the 
furious, blind rage of the sea. 

“The land is well-stored with wheat. 
lish, and wine imported: and. better than 
ull, from tts nearness to Ireland, it enjoys 
# salubrious climate. As Demetia is the 
fxirest cantred of all the seven cantreds 
cf Wales, and Pembroke the fairest of 
Demetia, and this spot the fairest of all 
V’embroke, it follows that Maenor Pyrr is 
the most pleasant spot ur Wales. Let the 
writer be excused for saving so much in 
praise of his birth-place.’’ 


ANCIENT PEACE. 


It was a warm dav in early sumuiner 
when the writer and a friend set out on 
pilgrimage from the little village of 
Penally, picturesquely nestling among tall 
trees. for the castle of Manorbeer, as it is 
vow spelt. The scenery of this part of 
Wales is yguite beautiful in a mild and 
friendly way. You have not the ruyged 
crandeur of the Norih, but the contrast 
of deep blue sea, and the vivid green of 
the fields—which preserve their verdant 
hue even m the hottest part of summer— 
is pleasant to the eye; and the golden 
clory of the gorse-clad hillside is a sight 
to be remembered. 

lor the most part, this corner of 
Pembroke is sparsely populated. Now and 
again we woula come to a cosy farmstead, 
ccnerally washed a deep primrose or even 
pale pink or blue—the ordinary white lime 
of cur Trish farms is conspicuously absent. 
Once I remember to have passed one of 
those gaunt Bethels, hideous in its bare- 
ness, which are such a feature of the 
Welsh landscape. The majority of the 
churches in Pembroke, however, are old 
and venerable; indeed, I would say that 
a sense of age-old stability is the im- 
pression of which one is most cOnscious in 
Pembroke. 

At last, dusty and thirsty, we entered 
a most magnificent avenne of trees. In 
the mind’s eye they stand out as being 
regal in their stateliness ; at any rate, the 
blazing sun failed to penetrate through 
the thickness of bough and leaf, affording 
pleasant shade on a hot summer’s day. 
\t the end of the avenne wersaw a village 
church, ivy-clad walls, sand a square 
Norman tower, and a little further on was

A Listinguished Soldier.

| Easter Eggs. 


In view of the approach of Easter I 
took the opportunity recently of visiting 
one of Dublin’s chocolate factories to see 
how Easter eggs were made. I do not 
think 1 shall be giving away any trade 
secrets if I tell mat saw, and I am 
sure that some of my younger readers will 
be interested to know how the sweets get 
inside the “ges that are broken with such 
curiosity. e chocolate from which the 
eggs are made is manufactured in large 
slabs that will, I was told, keep good for 
months. “Thesa slabs are broken up, and 
then meited down to the consistency of 
soft butter. This paste is then spread 
on the inside of moulds, each of which 
is the shape of ha'f an egg. In a few 
minutes the chocolate hardens, and the 
half-egg is removed from the mould and 
placed on a tray to cool. When sufficient 
halves have been made, the girls who make 
the eggs take two shapes of equal size, and 
moisten the edges with some warm choco- 
late, The two halves are quickly placed 
together, and in a moment they have 
become securely united. If the egg is to 
contain soma surprise, such as sweets or 
a toy, these are put in before the halves 
are stuck together. 


Adding Alitractions. 


Many eggs are decorated before they 
Jeave the factory. Most of the decoration 
is simple, and is done with a forcing bag 
such as is used for icing cakes. lain 
sugar icing is used for the decoration, and 
is coloured before use with harmless dyes. 

For the more elaborate decoration, tin- 
foil, dried fern, sterilised feathers, and 
silver cachous are used, If it is desired 
to make a flower on the egg, little bits 
of tin-foil are first stuck on the egg. 
The artist then squirts lines of appre 
priately coloured icing sugar over the 
foul, and, if necessary, adds a piece of 
fern to make the effect more realistic. 
Some of the eggs I saw were real works 
of art, and I was sorry to think that 
within a few days the egg would have beep 
smashed to atoms to satisfy somebody's 
sweet tooth.

He is not a keen 
politician, but his career has been marked 
by sound common-sense and good sports- 
manship, quatities which are much appre- 
ciated in his nativé Lancashire, where he 
is highly popular.

THE FARMER’S OUTLOOK, 

tO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sik,—Mr. Hogan’s statements concerning 
agriculture, as quoted in the Zrish Times ot 
monday, cali for some protest. He advises 
that the price for bucter in the coming 
season will be the worst in hving memory, 
and goes on to say that the farmer, when he 


finds he is making a loss in supplying milk 


to the creamery, should continue to supply 
milk in spite of any loss which he may 
sustain. He says that, if the farmer does not 
curtail his supply, he will find, after the 
elapse of an indefinite period, that butter- 
making is profitable again. Mr. Hogan then 
draws a comparison between butter and pigs— 


how, when pig prices are booming, everyone 


rushes to buy pigs, and then, when over- 
production arrives, with a slump m prices, 
everyone rushes to sell. He says that we 
should not do that, but should hold on to 
our pigs, just as he advocates that we hold 
on to our cows whether profitable or not. 
Mr. Hogan seems to ignore that this very 
desirable rise in price is caused simply by 
the fact that pigs are scarce, consequent on 
everyoue having sold out. On his theory of 
everyone holding to pig-production there 


would be no rise in price at all, but a con- | 


stant level of low and unremunerative prices. 
Apparently he believes that, if we keep up 
our pig and butter production during a slump 
period, our competitors will retire after a 
while, and then we are to recoup our Josses 
and reap a huge profit. How is it proposed 
that we live in the meantime’ It is not 
suggested, |] hope, that our “beautiful 
scenery, ‘‘luxuriant pastures’* and “pure 
air’ will be our sole sustenance. The trouble 
is that we are unable to hold our pigs when 
they are unprofitable or, for that matter, to 
hold anything else in similar circumstances. 
We are simply forced by these circumstances, 
and we cannot control them. Mr. Hogan's 
arguinent will not hold when put to the test. 
Then Mr, Hogan knows the difficulties of 
tillage, and does not advise the growing of 
wheat. I wonder why. The only difficulty 
that tillage farmers have to face, which they 
cannot get over, 1s the difficulty of finding a 
market for their crops, be they wheat, 
barley, oats or potatoes. "That there is any 
great difficulty in growing them is fallacy. 
Of course, if it pleases the powers to hand 
the home market for these commodities over 
to the foreigner, and the people permit it, 
more is the pity; but it can only be a matter 
of time until the people find out their mis- 
take.—Yours, ete., “ NortH Kitpare.”’

Sir,—At Hospital, County Limerick. on 
Sunday last, the Minister for Acriculture 
said that butter prices were the “worst in 
living” memory and would probably fall 
further, and that the price of milk would 
fall probably by lid. per gallon. It is the 
opinion of far-seeing business men that the 
great rival of butter in the futuré will be 
margarine, and that. with improvements in 
the method of manufacture and a depressed 
purchasing power among the community. it 
will largely displace butter. Already Den- 
mark uses 4lb. of margarine to every lb. 
of butter, and the prosperity and physica! 
fitness of her people seem to be acknow- 
ledged. Danish customs now may be British 
customs in five or ten years’ time. 

While the Minister has not advised the 
Limerick dairy farmers to ‘‘ reverse engines” 
in the matter of agricultural policy, be hes 
advised them to grow foodstuffs for their 
cows. Will it help the Limerick dairy 
farmers to grow foodstuffs to feed to cows 
=e milk worth 5d. per gallon? Is the 
linister beginning to realise that he was 
not strictly correct in the past when he 
used to say: “I am absolutely convinced 
that present agricultural policy is correct ’’? 
lf the butter slump lasts three years, we 
may yet hear the ranchers refer to him as 
‘the Minister for tillage.’’~Yours, etc..

Mr, Collins added:—'‘' If the coercive 
restrictions imposed by the English Parlia- 
ment on the right of the Belfast Parliament 
to make laws regarding six county trade 
were swept away, the latter Parliament 
would be in a position to make tariff laws 
that would be for the benefit of the six

In 
August last the number of casuals per night 
was between 69 and 87. This week the 
numbers have been round about thirteen per 
night, and last week the average attendance 
in this department was much the same. The 
reduction is believed to be due to the fact 
that the Commissioners have made an order 
compelling every casual to take a bath on 
entry. These people have no right to assist- 
ance under the Dublin Relief Act, which is 
designed to help married men out of employ- 
ment and single men with dependents.

6c. was very high, it did not 
in itself warrant the dissolution of the 
Corporation, which could only be brought 
about by maladministration and needless ex:

UNEMPLOYMENT IN LURGAN, 

At the monthly méeting of the LURGAN 
Local Kmployment Committee, the report cf 
the secretary (Mr, George Moore) showed 
that the total number of unemployed to date 
was 2,056—an increase of 223 during the 
month. This was caused by the depression 
in the weaving trade, and by claims lodged 
under the Unemployment Insurance Act, 
which came into operation on Mareh 13 last, 
the decrease in the temporary stoppage 
register was due to continued activity in the 
hetmnstitching trade. Conditions were good in 
the building trade, and empleyment was more 
plentiful for tailors,. painters, quarry and 
road workers, compared With a month ago. 


FOREIGN IMPORTS. 

At the meeting of the LIMERICK County 
Agricultural Committee, when it wa@ stated 
that a departmenial list hed been received 
of persons from whom goods were to be pur: 
chased, several members protested against 
the combined purchasing scheme, Mr. 
McCormack proposed: “That the Free State 
Government he called upon to prohibit the 
importation of eggs into the Free State. As 
the tourist season was about to open steps 
shonld be taken to see that they were fed 
with Irish food, raised in this eounirv. 
instead of Chineeo rashers and eggs, and not 
have a bad name given to this country for 
food products second to none in the world.”’ 
Mr. Quin seended the pesoliittion, which 
was passed, with the addendum that butter 
and condensed milk should be included. 


A FORESTERS’ CLUB LICENCE. 

At NEWRY yesterday, District Inspector 
Cooke epposed the renewal of the licence cf 
the Herrt «* Erin Club of the Irish National 
Foresters, Warrenpoint. Evidence was given 
by Sergeant Donohue that he had received 
complaints about the way the club was run. 
On one eccasion he had seen several men and 
women leave the club, and the nemes of the 
women were not entered in the visitors’ hook. 
No less than 360 visitors were not. vouched 
for by members as such, and from May till 
September there were no less than 4,400 
visitors. The membership of the club was 414 
and the liquor supplied in 1929 came to 
£1.548, and included 3,249 dozen of stout, 
427 Bass, 188 firkins each of porter and ale, 
411 Dottles of whiskey. 36 of wine, 37 of rum, 
24 of gin. 7 of brandy, and 29 dozen af 
“Baby Powers. The turnover amounted 
to £2,455. The Bench agreed to“ renew the 
licence on the understanding that if there 
were any complaints between that time and 
January the licence would be refused.

COUNCIL’S DILEMMA. 

BALROTHERY Rural Council is in a 
dilemma. The Free State Local Government 
Department has refused to sanction an ap- 
plication of the Council to borrow £2. 
t» extend a public sewer in Dublin street, 
Balbriggan, on the grounds that the Council’s 
borrowing powers already were exhausted ás 
regards the Balbriggan dispensary “district, 
At its last meeting the Council decided to 
request the Department to reconsider its 
vefusal, and at yesterday's meeting a letter 
was read from the Department stating that 
the Minister had no power to extend the 
limit of borrowing imposed by the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act, 1898. ‘A possible 
remedy,”’ continued the letter, “ rests with 
the Rural Council if they adopt the system 
of wider areas of chargt for public health 
works, as is followed by other rural districts 
in the county, in which, as a general rule, 
the cost of publie health works is spread 
over the entire rural district. This course 
can be followed as regards ®xisting loans 
if the Council make application to the 
Minister for an order .varying the areas of 
charge in putsuance of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1900.” Mr. P. J. Curran 
gave notice that he would move at the next 
meeting that an application to vary the areas 
of charge be made to the Minister. 


‘BUS CHASING. 

At LONGWOOD District Sessions, before 
District Justice Beatty, Nicholas Keogh, of 
Parkgate street, Dublin, a ‘bus driver, was 
fined 20s. for driving at a dangerous speed. 
The omnibus company also was summoned 
for aiding and abetting in the commission 
of the offence, It was mentioned that the 
civil proceedings had been settled.

ESTIMATES DISCUSSED

NATIONALISTS AND THE 
PRIME MINISTER. 


In the Northern House of Commons _ yester- 
day, the Minister of Commerce (Right Hon. 
J. Milne Barbour) submitted the estimates 
for the Houses of Parliament, the total 
amount of which was £28,856. 

He said that the reduction of about £1,500 
in this estimate was due chiefly to the de- 
crease in the provision last year for the 
planting of trees at Stormont, and a decrease 
in the salaries for officers of the Houses of 
Parliament due to the re-grading of the staff. 

The salary scales of the Clerk of the 
Parliament, the Second Assistant and the 
Librarian had been rearranged, and. the house 
allowance to the Clerk of the Parliamont 
disappeared. 

Mr. J: H. Collins (Nationalist) moved a 
reduction of the vote by £100 to call ‘the 
attention of the House to several matters. 
He thought that the amount should Le ie- 
duced having regard to the enormous c: sts en 
the ordinary people of the Six Counties at 
the present time. A net sum of £29,000 was 
altogether too large a sum for running the 
Ifouses of Parliament. After all they mist

The Minister of Commerce then submitted 
the estimates for Cabinet offices, the total 
amount of which is £12,482, which is a aligat 
increase over the previous year.

What 
other man, especially in bellicose India, 
could initiate into action a nationalist 
move nt on the basis of non-violence?

If he were 
arrested, coarser elements. would emerge 
and the position, for the moment, might 
become worse. Yet the long licence that 
has been given, in his own despite, to 
Mr. Gandhi removes all suggestion 
of savage tyranny. Violence follows 
his “non-violent’’ activities; can he 
expect, therefore, that authority will 
countenance such a state of affairs? With 
the Mahatma’s arrest the Indian ques- 
tion would gravitate from an unreal realm 
of metaphysical and bewildering ideals to 
the plane of practical politics. 

The Swaraj movement has reached a 
stage when, like pneumonia, it can be 
defeated only after a crisis.‘ If the 
Mahatma is arrested, the authorities 
must decide what steps they will 
take to cope with the consequences, 
which or may not, be instant, 
but cannot long be deferred. Loom- 
ing over this unpromising outlook js 
the near publication of the Simon Report. 
According to Colonel Wedgwood Benn, 
this report will appear in two volumes, 
with an interval’ between them. We do 
not know what it will say; but if, during 
the next few weeks or months, India 
becomes a mosaic of convulsions, it may 
be that, the terms will need to be modified. 
In the alternative, it might be better to 
refuse to publish the report until order 
had been. restored. If Mr. Gandhi's

The Coastal Borough. 

The Free. State Minister for Local 
Government was in conference for two and 
a half hours yesterday with the Special 
Committee which was appointed last week 
to consider Section 3 of the Greater Dublin 
Bill. This section deals with the creation 
of a coastal borough, a proposal which 
evoked much disapproval in Dail Hireann ; 
but it seems now that, when the Dáil 
resumes its sittings after Easter, Mr. 
Mulcahy will sponsor the establishment of 
the new borough. The Special Committee 
consisted of two members from every one 
of the four parties in Dáil Lireann. 
Kingstown and Blackrock have de- 
clared themselves in favour of separation 
from Greater Dublin proper, and there 
is littl doubt that they are wise in 
their view. The coastal townships have 
peculiar problems, and their inhabitants 
have an outlook which is entirely different 
in many respects from that of the city- 
dwellers. A Greater Dublin, which should 
include Killiney, would be an unwieldly 
unit of population. Not only would its area 
be too great, but it would present adminis- 
trative difficulties which would be exceed- 
ingly awkward for the City Council. ' We 
agree heartily, however, with the demand 
for a consultative link betwee: the City and 
the Borough Councils. Mr. Mulcahy has 
undertaken to consider the establishment 
of such a body, and we hope sincerely that 
he will incorporate the idea in his bill. 
The Special Committee has proposed that 
a Consultative Council shall be formed, 
to consist of three members of the City 
Council, with a like number of members 
of the Coastal Borough Council. This 
body will consider all matters which may 
be referred to it by either of the main 
Councils, but will have no executive 
authority. Without a consultative link 
the two civic units would be isolated, each 
from the other. There would be un- 
necessary duplication ,of certain services, 
such as housing, sewage and water 
supplies, and there would be no provision 
for the eventual fusion of the coastal 
borough with the city—a development 
which, although undesirable, if not im- 
possible at the moment, might become 
necessary at some future date. We regret 
that the Special Committee. does not seem 
to have drawn the Minister’s attention to 
the scheme for the creation of a second 
coastal borough on the North side of the 
city. Such a borough, with representa- 
tives on the Consultative Council, would 
give added stability to the new Dublin, 
and we suggest that, even now, it is not 
too late to provide for its establishment. 
Undue haste in such an important matter 
as the Greater Dublin Bill would be most 
unwise, and might be fatal. The Govern- 
ment did not act upon the recommenda- 
tions of the Greater Dublin Commission 
until some years after that body had com- 
pleted its work ; and it should not rush its 
present bill into law until every aspect 
of the problem has “heen considered at 
length. We believe that the bill, as 
amended by the addition of the second 
borough, with a Consultative Council 
embracing all three units, would fulfil the 
objects which the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission had in mind.

Past and Present. 


In A.D. 120 Hadrian's legions built a 
wall from the Solway to the Tyne in 
order that Roman Britain might be 
protected from the inroads of the uncon- 
quered Scottish Celts. For nearly two 
thousand years this wall has stood—one 
of the most important relics of antiquity 
in Britain. It has suffered much damage, 
but sufficient of the original structure 
remains to indicate the thoroughness of 
those antique engineers. The grandeur of 
the work, however, does not protect it 
from the assault of mechanical progress. 
In the House cf Commons, this week, the 
Commissioner of Works was asked if his 
notice had been called to the purpose of a 
private company to carry out extensive 
quarrying operations at Hadrian’s Wall. 
The quarry-owner, fortunately, is a 
reasonable man, and he intends to spare 
the wall itself and a space on either side 
of it. Such precaution, however, is 
insufficient. The waste of two thousand 
years has weakened the structure, and it 
seems that the shock of blasting engines 
will shatter the fortification which Pictish 
tribes could not destroy. We regret that 
the operations of industry have seen fit to 
invade even this barren district, whose 
wealth lay in its archeological 
In recent years England has

interest. 
paid increasi..g attention to her relics; 
but it is useless to uncover the remains of 
a Roman camp in Sussex when a relic of 
far greater importance is being destroyed 
in Northumberland. Ireland has suffered 
similar desecrations. She has no traces 
of Rome’s legions, but she possesses many 
remains that will have an inestimable 
value as the study of history becomes 
wider in its range. We must hope that 
measures will be taken for their pivtec- 
tion before the ruthless hand of industry 
removes what no man can replace. 


FEWER EMIGRANTS TO 
AMERICA.

QUOTA NOT FILLED. 


Emigration to the United States of America 
from the Irish Free State appears to be de- 
clining. For the, quarter ended 3lst March 
last 3,952 emigrants were accepted on the 
quota, 89 were reveived over and above the 
quota, while 76 persons came under the 
category of visitors. The number of apph- 
cants for visas during the period under 
notice was 6,845. Many of these failed to 
keep the examination appointment, while in 
other cases the applicants were refused visas 
on various ground, the principal being 
illiteracy. During the past quarter’ 521 were 
refused on the grounds of illiteracy, while 
in 1927 the number of intending emigrants 
so refused was 101. 

In the first quarter of 1927 the number of 
Free State emigrants on the quota was 7,457, 
though 12,295 applied. Of the total, 107 
were not on the quota and 54 were visitors. 

During the years 1926-27-28 the quota was 
filled, but the quota of 1928-29 was 6,471 
short. Taking the country as a whole, the 
number of Free State emigrants to the 
U.S.A. during the past six years was as 
follows :—

A large crowd assembled at Poona last 
night to protest against the imprisonment 
of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru.

agreement, which was. signed ‘in London 
yesterday b; the Russian Ambassador and 
Mr. Arthur Henderson, is contained ia 
the following official annouficement issued 
from the Foreign Office last night :— 

At 4.45 p.m. this afternoon, in the 
Cabinet room of the Foreign Office, Mr. 
Arthur Henderson and M. Sokolnifkoft 
signed a temporary commercial agreement 
between His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom and the Government cf 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, to 
serve as a modus vivendi pending the con- 
clusion of a full treaty of commerce and 
navigation. 

The following is a 
agreement :— 

By Article 1 the high contracting 
parties accord most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment to the subjects, citizens, juridical 
persons, national produce and manufac- 
tures @f each other, with the following 
exceptions :— 

(1). Special provisions relating to 
trade contained in treaties between 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics and (a) those States whose 
entire territory in August, 1914, 
formed an integral part of the former 
Russian Empire; (b) Continental 
border States in Asia. | 

(2). Rights accorded to any third 
country forming part of a customs 
union with the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, and (3) privileges 
accorded by the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics to border States 
with respect to local trade between 
the inhabitants of frontier zones. 


TRADE DELEGATION TO BE SET UP. 
bv Article 2 His Majesty's Government 
agree, in view of the State monopoly of 
foreign trade in the Union o- Soviet 
Socialist Republics, to accord to the 
Soviet Government the right to establish 
in Great Britain a trade delegation, con- 
sisting of the trade representative of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and 
his two deputies, forming part of the 
Embassy of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. These three persons are to be 
accorded all diplomatic privileges and im- 
munities, and immunity shall attach to 
the offices occupied by the trade delega- 
tion, and used exclusively for its com- 
mercial functions, which shall be to facili- 
tate and encourage the development of 
trade between the two countries, and to 
represent the interests of the Union of 
Soviet: Socialist Republics in all that 
pertains to trade.

By Article 5 the provisions of the 
agreement may also be extended on con- 
dition of reciprocity to any of His 
Majesty's colonies, possessions, p° ‘cc- 
torates and mandated territories, if the 
Government of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics are so notified by His 
Majesty’s Ambassador at Moscow. 

In this event tlie Union of Sovie. 
Socialist Republics’ trading organisation: 
may send thither agents-acceptable:to the 
Government concerned to carry out com- 
mercial transactions. Such agents shalt 
have no diplomatic or consular privileges 
or immunities. 

Article 6 provides that, if the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics’ produce is 
accorded most-favoured-nation treatment 
in territories mentioned in Articles 4 and 
5, which have, nevertheless, not adhered 
to the agreement, the Union cf Soviet 
Socialist Republics will accord reciprocity, 
reserving itself the right to denounce this 
Article in respect of any Dominion or 
India. . 

Article 7 provides that the agreement 
shall remain in force from the date of its 
signature till the entry into force of-a 


commercial tréaty, subject to the right of 


either party to denounce the agreement, 
or any agreements, entered inco under 
Articles 4 or 5 at six months’ notice. 


PROTOCOL. 

The agreement is followed by a protocol 
and an additional] protocol. In the former 
it is stated that the contracting parties 
are animated by the intention to eliminate 
from their economic relations aii form cf 
discrimination, .and that they’ will be 
guided only by commercial and financial 
considerations. They will adopt no legis- 
lative. or administrative action, such as 
would place the trade of the other party 
in a position of inferiority to that of any 
other foreign country.

Forty members -of the staff of the 
County Antrim Mental Hospital performed 
some. splendid work in conducting over 
545 inmates to safety when a fire broke 
out in the-irstitution at a late hour last 
night. -- When the fire was first noticed 
and the alarm sounded, there was great 
excitement among the inmates; but this 
was soon quelled by-the staff, who, after 
taking the patients from the building, 
endeavoured to confine the outbreak to the 
recreation hall. 

The Belfast Fire Brigade, which was 
called, was quickly on the scene, and got 
the fire under control, but not before the 
recreation hall, dining hall, and several 
other apartments had become involved. 

A maid, who was about to retire to her 
room, discovered the fire, which had 
apparently originated in the kitchen flue, 
and had caught the roof of the recreation 
hall. She gave the alarm immediately, 
and the entire staff of the institution 
turned out. While the flames crept along 
the walls of the recreation room the staff 
opened the wards, and within ten minutes 
the inmates had been transferred to a 
portion of the building that was con- 
sidered safe. 

The fire spread with great rapidity, and 
could not be checked until the arrival of 
several sections of the Belfast Fire 
Brigade, which found the dining: hall, re- 
creation hall, and several adjoining apart- 
ments alight; Many lines of hose were 
laid down. Water spouts plaved from all 
angles, and the Brigade had the satisfac- 
tion, after three hours, of seeing their 
work bear results. At 1.30 this morning 
the’ fire was still burning, but was under 
control. 

It is roughly estimated that the damage 


done will amount to £30,000.

The question 
of troops in the Suez Canal area probably 
will be arranged to mutual advantage as 
regards. numbers, duration and location, 
but this depends to some extent on other 
matters that have yet to be decided.

providing for substantial reductions in taxa- 
tion was tabled this evening in the Chambe: 
by..M. Reynaud, Minister of Finance. 

The total reductions. provided for by the 
bill amount to 1,877 ,000,000 franes 
(£15,016,000), and inelude a reduction of the 
tax on income derived from foreign securi- 
ties from twenty-five per cent. to eighteen 
per cent, 

These reductions, taken. in conjunction 
with other cuts already made this vear, will 
bring the total reductions up to something 
over £40,000,000. 

It is proposed to reduce the turnover tax 
on French food by, roughly, three-quarters, 
with the object of bringing down the cost 


of plain foodstuffs.

THE IMMEDIATE SAVING. 

The immediate financial saving result- 
ing from the Conference is the avoidance 
of expenditure for the replacement of 
battleships under the Washington Treaty. 
But for this agreement, before the end of 
1956, Great Britain would, under the 
Washington Treaty, have completed five 
new 35,000-ton ships, and would have had 
a further five appropriated for and under 
construction. This might have necessi 
tated an expenditure in the region of 
£50,000,000 up to the end of 1936. 
Further, the financial saving involved in 
reducing at once to fifteen capital ships Is 
estimated at about £4,000,000. 

As regards cruisers, di stroyers and sub 
marines, the United States, Japan and 
the British Commonwealth of Nations 
have overcome the difficulties which 
resulted in the failure of the Geneva 
Conference in 1927. The final British 
proposal at that Conference was for 2 
combined total tonnage of = cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines, including over- 
age vessels, of 737,500 tons. The com- 
parable total agreed upon to-day is 
541,700 tons. On a conservative basis 
we have been saved a further expenditure 
in these classes of ships of some thirteen 
million sterling,

WHAT THE CAMERA DID 
FOR TEACHERBS, 


By Our GoLp CoRRESPONDENT. 


Those of ‘us whose book shelves are 
adorned by the works of Sir Robert Simpson, 
Mr. Horace Hutchinson, Mr. Harold Halton. 
Harry Vardon, James Braid, George Duncan, 
John Henry Taylor, Mr. Roger Wethered, 
Mr. ‘‘Bobby” Jones and many others listened 
this week to Duncan's lectures in Clery’s, 
Sackville street, with mixed feelings. ‘We 
had taken always a justifiable’ pride in our 
collection of the works of the great masters 
of golf, enjoyed. many an hour with them, 
and, as we thought, had built up a sound 
game by working painstakingly on the 
systems recommended. Now, however, we 
realised, with regret, that the teaching of 
golf had been completely revolutionised, that 
every one of these standard works, even the 
most recent of them, Mr. Jones’s ‘‘ Down 
the Fairway,’’ had become out of date. But 
we still possessed them as golfing curios, and 
im time they might become as rare and as 
valuable as the clube of Hugh Philp. There 
Was some consolation in that reflection. 

THE SLOW-MOVING PICTURES. 

I was speaking to Duncan after his first 
lecture yesterday, when he was approached 
by a lady who asked him if there was anv 
book of his she could purchase. Of course. 
there is such a book; but the Scotsman 
smilingly shook his head and informed his 
questioner that it was written eight years 
ago, and that he did not know as much then 
as now. 

I was curious and interested, so I asked 
Duncan if beginners might take it that what 
they had been so often. told by their pro- 
fessionals, and had as often read about—the 
left hand starting the club, the bulk of the 
weight going on to the right leg in the up- 
swing, the turning of the hips, the follow 
through, etc.—was to be left out of the 
calculations in future; if, in short, the old. 
time theories were wrong, and that hence- 
forward golf would be taught on the prin- 
ciple that the swing is started with the feet 
and developed according to his teaching. 

Duncan would not go so far as to say that 
the books and the teaching’ of the pro- 
fessionals, from old Tom Morris down to 
young Tom Shannon, erred; but even 
the professionals of to-day, he said, 
knew a good deal more than they 
did ten years ago. Their eyes had: 
been opened by the slow-moving pictures, 
and the method of instruction was certain 
to be based on the newly-acquired know- 
ledge. Anyway, after much “research 
work,” he had come to the conclusion that 
his teaching was sound; the camera had 
shown him the way—it could not err—he 
had studied the subject deeply, and what 
he was now teaching was the swing and 
the hit as they were demonstrated every 
day in their ordinary matches and play by 
the world’s greatest golfers, amateur and 
professional. : 

FROM 6 TO SCRATCH BY THE NEW 

MEHOD. 

He vouchsafed the. interesting statement 
that he first put his theory into practice on 
a well-known racehorse owner, who was 
also a keen golfer, a Mr. Esmonde. The 
latter had a handicap of 6. He could not 
get down a stroke lower, and badgered Dun- 
can so persistently that the Jatter resolved 
lo “try out’’ his new system. Mr. 
Esmonde went from 6 to scratch, and that 
decided Duncan, who has not reverted to 
the old system. He assured me that he has 
made a golfer out of the Aga Khan, with 
whom he spends the summer in France. 

“How have your pupils in Clery’s taken 
to the new system of coaching?’ I asked 
him. ‘Of course,” he replied, “they find 
it rather strange, and I have had a good 
deal of trouble, but it is most interesting 
work. One thing, however, I may tell you; 
the young players, male and temale, of 
Belfast, who were in the net with me last 
week, are ever so much more promising as 
golfers than the young Dubliners whom | 
have had this week. Your young players are 
not in it with the potential champions of 
the North, who take the game much more 
seriously, and are apparently much keener on 
yolf. That is, judging the standard by the 
swings and the methods of those who have 
come to me for instruction.”’ 

Dunean will conclude his lectures to-day 
at ó and 4.50, and to-morrow will play in 
fourballs at Dollymount at 10.30 and 2 
o'clock,
